Phyllis Bennett, president of Sierra Madre’s Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce spoke before the City Council last 
Tuesday seeking assistance at urging GTE to include 
Sierra Madre businesses in the Pasadena Area Telephone 
Directory. GTE’s “Everything Pages” failed to include 
Sierra Madre in the 1995 phone book while surround¬ 
ing cities were added. 

Bennett spoke on the concerns of business owners 
who are losing potential customers who use the GTE 
phone book. After receiving the run-around from GTE, 
Bennett has turned to City Council for support. While 
all city councilmembers agreed along with Bennett, they 
suggested an even stronger letter campaign starting with 
the chief executive officer of GTE. Councilmembers 
urged residents to participate in a letter campaign as well. 

Bennett also pointed out that the GTE’s own Sierra 
Madre phone book excludes the city as well. “On the 
first page there is a picture of Monrovia’s street fair...and 
page three has a schedule of events that doesn’t even 
have one of Sierra Madre’s events in it,” said Bennett. 
“And I’ve sent our schedule of events to GTE.” It was

Continuing Confusion 

Dear Editor, 

Based upon the letters in the last edition regarding 
Measure FF, which will appear on the November bal¬ 
lot, there appears to be continuing confusion about Si¬ 
erra Madre’s Utility Tax. There are two principal issues. 
Why do we need the Utility Tax, and why are we voting 
on it now? 

The answer to the first question, why we need the 
utility tax. requires some history. In 1993 the State of 
California, faced with a major budget crisis, passed leg¬ 
islation w hich significantly reduced the portion of the 
property tax distributed to the City. The money was di¬ 
verted to fund the ongoing operations of Los Angeles 
County and the Pasadena Unified School District. As a 
result. Sierra Madre now receives only 22 cents out of 
every property tax dollar collected by the County. This 
diversion amounted to an annual reduction in revenues 
to the City’s General Fund of approximately S540,(X)0. 

In response, the City Council enacted a six percent 
Utility Tax. The Utility Tax has produced between 
$6(X),(X)0 and $700,000 per year since its adoption. The 
Ordinance provided that the tax would expire in 1998. 
This “sunset” provision was designed to buy time for the 
economy, and the State’s budget, to recover to the point 
where the property tax could be relumed to local gov¬ 
ernments. _ 

Unfortunately, the property tax has still not been re¬ 
turned. In fact. Assembly Bill 2797, which would have 
begun to switch funds back to the City next year, was 
vetoed by Governor Wilson on September 29. The Gov¬ 
ernor opposed the bill because it offered a piecemeal 
approach to local government financing. In its place, he 
is asking that a comprehensive reform effort be made 
next year as part of the State Budget Process. In the mean 
lime, we still need the revenue from the Utility Tax to 
maintain vital community services such as parks and 
recreation programs and the library. 

CREATURE COMFORTS 
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Sierra Madre's new SMART, Speed Monitoring Awareness Radar Trailer, is placed 
randomly in the city of Sierra Madre to make drivers more aware of the speed they 
are traveling. Sierra Madre Police say that the SMART vehicle is not a photo taking 
machine, but drivers could be cited by officers for speeding.

Turning to the other issue, why do we have to vote 
on the Utility Tax now, especially since the existing 
Ordinance does not expire until 1998? In 1993, the gen¬ 
eral legal consensus was that the City Council had the 
power to adopt such taxes by its own motion. In Decem¬ 
ber of 1995, the California Supreme Court issued an 
opinion overturning previous law and held that Utility 
Taxes, such as Sierra Madre’s, can only be enacted by a 
majority vote of the people. In order to ensure contin¬ 
ued funding for existing community services, and to 
eliminate the risk of future lawsuits, the City Council 
voted to place the Utility Tax on the November ballot. 

The voters of Sierra Madre should take a hard look 
at Measure FF and make every effort to fully inform 
themselves about the City’s finances. The City has put 
its financial house back in order, but the loss of $600,000 
in revenue from the Utility Tax will plunge us back into 
chaos and severely jeopardize the quality of life we all 
enjoy. I urge everyone to vote YES on Measure FF.

Bears. And although the article written by our chief of 
police about Ms. Jenkins Black Bear had some good 
facts in it, I am concerned about one piece of misinfor¬ 
mation, the absence of others, and the slated out come 
of the fate of the bear. 

Seeing a Black Bear during the day is not an anomaly; 
Black Bears are diurnal, or daytime, creatures. Seeing 
a bear during either the daytime or at night means that 
particular bear has lost some of it’s fear of humans, usu¬ 
ally brought about by the wonderful smells of garbage. 
Black Bears are opportunists; they take what they can 
get, when and where they can get it, usually from our 
trash cans. 

During the fall. Black Bears are in a state of 
hyperphasia. This simply means that the only thing on 
their minds is eating. In order to put on enough fat for 
winter hibernation, during which time the cubs are bom, 
bears look for nuts and fruit to add to this layer of fat 
that will carry them through the winter. Sierra Madre 
has a wealth of fruit and nut trees, so it is up to us to 
harvest before attracting bears. Black Bears are omni¬ 
vores not carnivores and they do not consider humans a 
source of food! Black Bears consider humans to be big¬ 
ger bears and are afraid of us. Standing tall, waving your 
arms, and yelling loudly at a bear almost always sends 
it scurrying back to where it came from. 

If you care about our incredible wildlife, calling 911 
to the police should be your last resort! Contrary to what 
we all read in the paper. Ms. Jenkins bear is no longer 
roaming our beautiful foothills. Not only does relocat¬ 
ing rarely work, often our definitions of he word are 
suspect. 

Just the facts, man.

Does that mean she’s actually going to vote next 
month? Who knows? But at least she’s eligible if she 
chooses to. 

Ironically, and somewhat to the dismay of at least one 
Glendale Federal Bank official, the first hour’s topic was 
the proposal to shut down ATMs at night in an effort to 
stop crime. Despite John and Ken calling the idea ridicu¬ 
lous (“Hey, I have an idea, let’s shut down the freeways! 
That would save lives.) and notifying callers that they 
have a greater chance of being struck by lightning than 
they do of being killed at an ATM, there was a bit of 
cringing going on as call after call, either the caller or 
John or Ken would make reference to someone’s get¬ 
ting “gunned down” at an ATM. 

Many listeners came to put faces to the voices, and 
John and Ken got to do the same, as a few people ap¬ 
proached the booth and asked, “Hey, do you remember 
me? I called about...” There were moments of comic re¬ 
lief, such as when one young man out on Myrtle impro¬ 
vised a megaphone from a magazine and started chant¬ 
ing “Kill OJ! Kill OJ!” while they were on the air. And 
Sierra Madre News photographer Chris Urso impro¬ 
vised some publicity for the hometown, photographing 
John and Ken while they were on the air, prompting John 
to ask, “Who’s the photographer?” When Urso identi¬ 
fied himself, John repeated, “Sierra Madre News, huh?” 
Don’t worry; it’s not going to go to our heads. Still, with 
all the thousands of KH listeners, you might want to start 
buying the newspaper a little earlier; you never know 
when we’re going to sell out.

said, adding that Arcadia 
has had very good City 
Council members 
throughout the years that 
are very capable of making 
decisions in the best inter¬ 
est of the community.

'Arcadians' Committee 
Formed to Balance 'M' 


A grass roots commit¬ 
tee has been formed by a 
group of Arcadia citizens 
who feel a strong need to 
set the record straight on 
the issues of Measure M. 
Co-chaired by Gino 
Roncelli, a recent candi¬ 
date for City Council, and 
Fred Jahnke, a former 
Chairman of the Planning 
Commission, the group 
stresses that they are in fa¬ 
vor of commercial devel¬ 
opment in Arcadia, but not 
at the expen.se of excessive 
traffic, noise, air pollution 
and other environmental 
issues that would ruin the 
fine City of Homes. 

"Santa Anita will be a 
very special develop¬ 
ment,” said Jahnke, “it is 
now the largest piece of 
commercially zoned prop¬ 
erty in Arcadia, and is situ¬ 
ated right in the middle of 
the city. The development 
of this property will have a 


major impact on our city 
and we feel that the citi¬ 
zens should have a final 
vote in this process, rather 
than just having as few as 
four members of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission or three 
members of the City 
Council making the final 
decision.” 

“Allowing the citizens a 
direct role in this process 
will in no way change the 
basic process,” stated 
Roncelli. “A new EIR will 
still be required, there 
must be public hearings on 
the EIR, and the Planning 
Commission will hold 


hearings and reach a deci¬ 
sion. The City Council 
may still be involved 
through the appeals pro¬ 
cess. If Santa Anita pre¬ 
sents a specific plan that is 
sensible, and the Planning 
Commission approves or 
appropriately modifies it. I 
feel that the citizens will 
vote to approve the devel¬ 
opment. But the first 
project was clearly over¬ 
whelming. with too many 
impositions on our com¬ 
munity for many of us to 
accept.”

Dear Editor, 

It seems that every election has its share of confus¬ 
ing propositions—many forced onto the ballot by spe¬ 
cial intere.sts with an ax to grind. This year is no excep¬ 
tion. 

In Arcadia we are going to be forced to deal with 
Measure M, a proposition that on the surface seems in¬ 
nocuous enough. The language states that, at Santa 
Anita, it will not “allow any use other than horse racing 
except by a majority vote of the people.” What’s wrong 
with that'? Plenty! 

Because it does not permit any exceptions. Measure 
M would mean that even the most trivial projects on 
Santa Anita's property could require expensive city elec¬ 
tions—cluttering our ballots with even more unneces¬ 
sary propositions. 

Because it singles out one individual property owner 
for specific restrictions that would not be enforced on 
any other business or taxpayer, it sets a terrible prece¬ 
dent for Arcadia.
